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The  Rospital  Executive  Committee  present  this  ^ the  55th) 
nnual  Report  for  the  year  ending  30th  April,  1929. 


We  have  to  deplore  the  great  loss  the  Hospital  has  suffered  in 
the  death  of  its  President,  Mr.  Robert  Holtby,  who  died  in  November 
last.  With  his  intimate  knowledge  of  suffering  during  his  life,  he 
was  peculiarly  fitted  for  his  position  as  President  because  he  was 
the  more  able  to  comprehend  the  needs  of  the  patients  and  those 
who  served  them,  and  he  was  ever  willing  to  assist  in  every  possible 
way  to  have  those  needs  met.  We  offer  our  deep  sympathy  to  his 
widow  and  relatives. 


The  needs  of  the  Hospital,  both  as  regards  the  maintenance  of 
the  present  building  and  the  urgent  need  of  a  totally  new  building, 
have  received  very  careful  attention,  and  much  time  has  been  spent 
in  considering  how  they  were  to  be  met.  With  regard  to  the  first, 
the  Committee  have  to  acknowledge  the  great  assistance  that  the 
Working  Men’s  Committee  have  given  them.  By  the  raising  of 
£414  4s  7^d  in  the  year  (February,  1928  February,  1929),  they 
rendered  it  possible  for  the  Hospital  to  close  their  year’s  accounts 
balanced,  where  there  would  have,  otherwise,  been  a  debit  balance 
of  about  £200.  With  regard  to  the  second,  there  has  been 
appointed  a  sub-committee  to  go  into  the  details  of  raising  a  fund 
and  seeing  to  the  building  of  a  new  Hospital.  Under  the  convenor- 
ship  of  Mr.  Horace  Taylor,  and  with  Mr.  T.  N.  Durrans  as  secretary, 
the  latter  gentleman  having  been  co-opted  for  that  purpose  on  the 
Executive  Committee,  this  sub-committee  has  begun  its  labours, 
and  will  in  course  of  time  make  an  appeal  to  the  general  public  for 
their  generous  support.  In  this  respect  the  Executive  feel  that  the 
public  of  Driffield  and  District  have  never  taken  more  interest  in 
the  Institution  than  at  the  present  time,  and  though  the  sum  required 
will  be  a  large  one  for  a  district  such  as  this,  they  believe  that  if 
everyone  will  contribute  to  the  utmost  of  their  means,  success  will 
accrue. 
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This  year  has  6een  two  members  of  the  Working  Men’s 
Committee  added  to  the  Executive  Committee — their  Chairman 
and  Hon.  Secretary.  The  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee  have  done 
great  work  in  keeping  the  Hospital  linen  in  good  repair ;  they  were 
also  responsible  for  Show  Day  flag  collection  £38  Os  Od,  and  Pound 
Day  at  Martinmas,  when  between  800  and  9001ds  of  goods  and 
£3  Os  Od  were  collected. 

The  Working  Men’s  Committee  were  responsible  for  Egg  Day 
— 3,000  eggs — and  for  3351bs  of  potatoes,  carrots  and  onions 
collected  by  the  school  children  of  Driffield  and  District.  Under 
their  auspices,  Miss  Shouler  and  the  Premier  School  of  Dancing 
raised  £23  10s  Od  ;  Miss  Welbourn’s  Concert  Party  raised  £9  10s 
Od.  The  Driffield  and  District  Association  Football  League,  1928, 
takings  were  £48  15s  3d. 

The  tinfoil  collection  was  again  carried  on  under  Miss  Wells’ 
supervision  with  increased  financial  results. 

The  Executive  Committee  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  all  of 
the  above  organisations  and  persons  for  the  help  they  have  given  to 
the  Hospital  in  their  respective  spheres. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Bennett  found  it  necessary,  owing  to  poor 
health,  to  resign  his  position  as  Hon.  Secretary — retaining  the 
position  of  lion.  Treasurer.  The  Committee  appointed  Mr.  H.  W. 
Rennison  to  fill  his  place,  pending  the  General  Meeting. 

To  all  of  our  Staff— local  doctors,  surgeons,  anaesthetist, 
dentists,  masseuse,  and  nurses,  we  offer  our  heartiest  thanks,  because 
by  their  labours  we  have  been  able  to  cope  with  a  far  greater 
number  of  patients  than  before,  in  premises  which  have  been  out¬ 
grown  by  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Return  of  Patients  ”  it  will  be  observed 
that  we  have  given  rather  fuller  details  than  has  been  the  practice 
of  former  years,  as  we  believe  it  will  tend  to  the  greater  knowledge 
and  sympathy  of  the  public.  In  this  matter,  we  desire  to  point  out 
that  several  of  the  “  minor”  operations  have  cost  the  Hospital  very 
large  sums,  such  as  the  surgical  dressings  in  “  Empyema  ”  cases, 
where  the  cost  runs  up  to  nearly  a  score  of  pounds. 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  report,  there  is  a  great  need  of  more 
regular  annual  subscribers  so  that  the  Hospital  may  be  the  more 
assured  of  a  regular  income,  and  we  appeal  to  those  in  a  position  to 
do  so  to  come  forward  voluntarily  and  subscribe.  There  is,  at  the 
present  time,  only  about  £180  per  annum  available  from  invest¬ 
ments.

We  commenced  the  year  with  7  patients,  and  we  have 
admitted  113  patients,  and  4  massage  patients  have  been 
treated,  making  a  total  of  124  persons  treated  during  the  year, 
as  against  82  for  the  year  ending  30th  April,  1928.  Of  these, 
104  have  been  discharged  relieved,  4  have  been  transferred  to 
other  Institutions,  11  have  died,  and  5  remain  in. 

Of  the  11  deaths,  5  were  the  result  of  accidents. 

The  average  duration  of  treatment  of  each  patient 
during  the  year  is  25  days,  and  the  cost  works  out  at  £9/9/0 
per  patient,  or  £2/13/0  per  week.
